The order-in-council removing 
the duty on wheat declares the be 
lief of our Government that there 
has been manipulation of prices to 
the disadvantage of the farmer. 
The belief is well founded. And 
the evidences of the fact are not 
different in kind, nor more con- 
vincing in degree, than they have 
been in years past. If the farmer 
is entitled to relief now he was en 
titled to relief six years ago. But 
whoever then professed to believe 
what the Government now protes- 
ses to believe was denounced as 
guilty of gross libel, an economic

In British Columbia, the Brew- 
ster Government is trying to stop 
the contractors from further 
operations on the Pacifie and 
Great Eastern Railway. In Al- 
berta, the Sifton Government has

tion of the railway to St. Paul des 
Metis and the extension to White- 
court, Foley, Welch & Stewart 
are trying to hang on to the P. and 
G. E. contract; MacKenzie & 
Mann have risked losing the con- 
tracts to build the St. Paul and 
Whitecourt railways in order to 
defer operations. The obvious 
reason that Foley, Weleh & Stew- 
art want to hang on to the P. and 
G. E. contract is that they see 
money init. The equally obvious 
conclusion is that one reason Mac 
Kenzie and Mann have not shown 


corresponding anxiety to prose- 
cute operations on the St. Paul 
and Whitecourt railways is that 


they do not see alluring profits in 
the prospect, 

Count Von Reventlow, whose 
special business seems to be to 
scourge the German people, breaks 
the news to them that to adopt 
Austria’s proposal for a peace con- 
feyenee of the belligerents syould 
mean the ruin of the German 
Empire. In other words, they 
must fight on because peace could 
only be made on condition that 
they pay damages and get rid of 
the Hohenzollern dynasty.

How Uncle Sam WII 
Recruit His Army 


Raising armies is more difficult, as well as more important, than raising flags, and one of the 
chief difficulties in the United States is the feeling against conscription. 

“There is enough patriotism in this country to get a volunteer army, and until that is demon- 
trated untrue we should not resort to conscription,” declares Senator Thomas, of Colorado, 
while Senators Stone of Missouri, and Gallinger, of New Hampshire, are among those who think 
the recruiting problem can be best solved by increasing the soldiers’ pay. Among Southern con 

ressmen also, we find opposition to universal service on the ground that it would be inadvisable 
to give thousands of negroes training in the use of arms. Samuel Gompers is also reported to be 
agamst conseription, 

On the other hand, a recent canvass of 476 newspapers by the National Security League, 
revealed 270 of them in favor of universal military training, 49 opposed to it, and 157 non- 
committal. 

The Milwaukee Sentinel may be said to reflect the consensus of argument in favor of obli- 
gatory military training: “Under the voluntary system in time of war, the serviceable man- 
hood of the nation is divided into two parts. There are the patriotic young men who volunteer 
to go to the tront and, if need be, die in order that the nation may live; and there are the slackers 
who are perfectly willing to sacrifice the other fellows on the altar of patriotism: That is not a 
arrangement. A Democracy which offers equality of opportunity, has a right to 
exact in return equality of service.” i
